IT IS THE NATURM. AND PROFIT- 


ABLE COURSE OF TRADE. 


\VouUl Rocljironlty Wtth Cuniula Kvontu- 


ally X.untl to I-'roe Trade With Other 
Couiilrlei?—If lloneflcliU In One Case, It 
Would llo Sain All. 


An "international reciprocity conven- 


tion" has ju9D been held at St. Panl, 
made up of delegates from the United 
States and tho Dominion of Canada, the 
object of which is to promote freer com- 
mercial intercourse between the two 
countries. The snbs.tanoo of its pro- 
csediups was the adoption ot resolutions 
in favor of a now reciprocity treaty and 
tho appointment of a joint committee 
"to bring tho matter 'bsforo tlie Domin- 
ion parliament nuil the Cumulian author- 
ities ami before tho congress of the Unit- 
ed States and the American authorities 
and before the people of both coun- 
tries." 


Tho matter has been before the legis- 


lative bodies, tho authorities and the 
people of the two countries off and on 
these many years, but the agitation is 
lilcely to bo perennial until souio result 
has been achieved. Freedom of com- 
mercial intercourse tetweeu the United 
States and Canada would bo so obviously 
to the advantage of both that efforts to 
secure it are not liltoly to cease until tho 
barrieis are overcome. The strongest 
argument in favor of ii is to be found in 
tlio constant object lensou of the nntmes- 
Lioned advantage of freo trade between 
tho states of this Union. Nobody dis- 
putes tho advantage to all the states and 
to tho country aa a whole of nnrestricted 
commerce between tho different sections 
of the Union, and nobody can show 
wherein freedom of trade Ijclween Now 
York and Ontario would be less bene- 
ficial than between New York and Ohio, 
or why unrestricted intercourse between 
Minnesota and ^Manitoba would bo less 
advantageous limn between Minnesota 
and Illinois. 


While tho logic o.! tlio situation is 


wholly in favor of leuipiooity—tho fuller 
and more complete the better—it is the 
ultimate ccnserim-nces of that logic thai, 
present the greatest obstacle to the ac- 
ceptance of a sunnd policy, since it mili- 
tates against what each country has for 
years been plesspil to regard as its "na- 
tional policy." 
In short, tho logic of 


tho case prcs wl to its conclusions would 
leave the doctrine- of protection without 
a leg to stand upon. What the resolu- 
tions of the St. Paul convention favor i-i 
"the freo interchange of those classes of 
products, both natuial and industrial, 
of each one, that are most generally in 
demand or usually find the readiest sale 
iu tlie markets of tho otuer." 


Obviously that is the kind of inter- 


change tliat is most advantageous, but 
it is also the kind that would naturally 
tats place if there were no restrictions 
in the way. If it would bo mutually 
beneficial in the case of certain ''classes 
of products,'' it wou.kl be so in tho case 
of any or all commod Hies to tho extent 
that tho specified conditions existed of 
a demand or ready siilo ia ono country 
or the other. If it would be mutually 
beneficial iu tho case of Canada and the 
United States, it would be so in tlie case 
of any other countries to tho extent that 
the products of one were in demand or 
had a ready sale in another. In fact, tho 
logic is .simply tho lo(?ic of free trade be- 
tween the states, which would have pi e- 
cisely the same force with reference to 
trade between any nations. 


But it is this very interchange of the 


products of one country that are the 
"most generally in demand or usually 
find the readiest sale in tho markets" of 
another against which tho policy of pro- 
tection is directed. Thenaturnl and most 
profitable and advantageous course 01 
trade is just what it ai ms to prevent. Rec- 
iprocity is froo trade within certain lim- 
its, and there is no way of arguing for 
it that will not tell in favor of extending 
tho limits until notlung is excluded.— 
New York Times.

What a blessing tariffs are anyhow!

As this ma- 
chine is intended to fight the cholera 
with, and as it will benefit tho whole na- 
tion as well as New York to have thy 
cholera germs waylaid and completely 
knocked out as soon as they enter tho 
country, it would naturally bo supposed 
that Uncle Sam world not attempt to 
discourage tho importation of those dis- 
ease desti oyers by insisting upon clap- 
ping a McKmley tax upon them, es- 
pecially as there is no homo competition 
in this industry, either present or pros- 
pective. 


But Uncle Sam. in form? us that he i:; 


working according to inle, and that he 
can mako no exceptions. Hence we will 
enjoy a duty wliich protet ts the infant 
industry of breeding cholera germs. 
JIcKiuley tariff duties must bo levied 
and collected though the heavens fall. 
Indeed it the pearly gates and golden 
throne of the celestial city itself should 
bo let down from tho heavens, they 
would not be permitted to touch land 
until they had paid duties at jewelry and 
pearl button lates. 
Consistency and 


protection are two cos tiy jewels.—Amer- 
ican Industries.

HOW CHOLERA IS SPREAD IN INDIA. 


Through ILaok of Suiittiition and the 
Peo- 


ple's Peoullai Ilnulta. 


A plain story of the conditions that 


prevail in India for the spread of tho 
cholera was related at tho New Cen- 
tury club by Dr. Pauline Root of the 
Woman's Medical college, who has lived 
for eight years in southern India. Dr. 
Root began by describing the conditions 
nncler which people live in southern In- 
dia, in order to allow exactly what cir- 
cumstances generate tho cholera. Thero 
is absolutely no sanitation there as we 
have it. Drainago; with the exception 
of a fever breeder in the way of an opeu 
sewer, is unknown, hi tho village peo- 
ple live in low mud huts, where nil tlio 
family congregate in one room, the di- 
mensions of wliich are likely bo bo 4 feet 
by 10 or 13 feet. As there are no out- 
buildings at all, there isiio way in which 
persons can protect themselves against 
the cholera, if U once appears in euch a 
household. Sometimes, if the well runs 
dry, stagnant water must be used. A 
high caste personage will not allow a 
low caste to u»e his well. 


Commonly people go to the river for 


water. As the water is frequently not 
on tho surface, a "tub" is dug iu the 
river bed and tho water allowed to col- 
lect. At this tab or at tho well all the 
functionn of bathing are performed. 
First the jar is filled and the water twine 
dashed over tho person soon trickles b icf; 
to its source. In tho case of certain re- 
ligious enthusiasts, water is poured ovei 
the body CO times. Next tho seely, the 
single piece of silk or cloth which ia worn 
as a garment, must be washed. This i« 
dipped into the pool. Finally tho ],ir ia 
refilled and can iod home. The ruiali tv 
of the water by tho time tlio jar is re- 
filled is promising indeed when cholera 
is in the air. 


In these river tubs tho clothe1, aic 


washed. Tho cattle are taken there to 
drink. Dr. Boot said that in sending a 
man to the riverto fetch water thorp iv.w 
never any certainty that he would not 
fill his jar with the woterstauding in 
01:0 


of tho pools instead of digging a fv'"-.h 
bole. The vory cleanliness of the people 
—and thpy are extremely clean— tends 
to tho spread of cholera because thoir 
method of bathing is so •unintelligent. 
In southern India thore is alw&ys moi c 
or less cholera. It is often prevalent 
aft- 


er a certain religions festival— of the 
tho zuaniago of two divinities— which is 
celebrated by an encampment in the 
river bed for four or five days. 


As for facilities in caring" for tho sick 


in India, Dr. Root graphically showed 
how forlornly poor these are by describ- 
ing her experience in the house of the 
vice president of the municipality of 
Madua, a wealthy man, who arrayed 
himself resplendently when he camo to 
ask her to visit his wife, thus showing 
his solicitude for his wife's condition. 
Undoubtedly he meant to do the best he 
could for tho sick woman, for the doctor 
found her in a iot>m adjacent to her 1ms- 
band'b — .v position of lionur. Tho wom- 
an was badly crippled and only able to 
crawl down from her cot. Beyond play- 
ing with tho children and polishing the 
jq>vel» nothing relieved the monotony of 
her day. She was entirely uncared for. 
A hole in the wall for refuse was cleaned 
only once a day. Tho woman died of 
blood poisoning. And this is the w.ry n 
sick person fared in one of the betier 
houses! 


Usually a sick person is placed iu n 


room that is reached from the houso by 
crossing n court and passing through an 
alley. 
Tho alley u.nally has bh.ck, 


slimy water in it. The room is 7 Irxil 
square. In the court are often tumid 
the cow, chickens and a number of per- 
sons. No wonder that under blich cor.- 
ditions cholera spreads like wildfiio. 
But cholera is always brought. It never 
starts of itself. — Philadelphia Ledger. 


The aluidclml N'lul Hoio.

Wliat Drumlins Are. 


Professor Barton of tho Institute of 


Technology g ivo a half hour talk before 
the students (if the Chauncy Hall school 
the other morning on "Drumlins." 
It 


is only within a few years that any ex- 
tended research has been made into the 
history of drumlms. The investigations 
in this stato havo been conducted largely 
by Professor .Barton himself. 
A drum- 


lin, as the speaker explained, is a inonntl 
of material projecting up\vard from'tha 
surface of the earth ton, sufficient height 
to bo called a hill. This mound or lull 
is made fron. loo&e hits of earth ami 
rocks torn from ledgesat the time—some 
thousands of yearn ago—when this part 
of the earth was covered with a sheet of 
ice at least 4,000 feet in thickness, 
J.a 


this vast sheet moved off to the south- 
ward it carried with it quantities of 
earth and small fragments of rock, 
which were deposited in valleys or heap- 
ed into drumlins. 


The reason for the depositing of the 


matter in valleys is an easy fine to ex- 
plain, bnt how it camo to be piled into 
hills has never yot been discovered, Tho 
professor ia at the present timo milking 
this the subject of a special study, and 
ho hopes to solve the niyhtery bof'orp ho 
concludes the work of making a map of 
tho state of Massachusetts, showing tlie 
lucj,tion of the 1,500 drumlins within its 
borders.—Boston Transcript.
